OMAHA, Neb., Mareh 18.—In 
a fight with hundreds of police, 
detectives and militiamen, two of 
the convicts who escaped from 
the State penitentiary at Lincoln 
after killing the Warden and two 
assistants. were shot to death 
and the third was captured to- 


day. 
Advices from three different 


sources say the posses killed 
Convicts Taylor and Dowd and 
have captured Morley. The 
fight took place north of Gretna. 


Another report at 2:30 was that Taylor 
was killed, Dowd committed suicide and 
Morley surrendered. 

Another report has it that Roy Blunt, 
the farmer who was driving their con- 
veyance, also was killed. 

Fugitives Lie in Sleigh. 

At 1 o’clock all the posses knew that 
the convicts were being driven toward 
Springfield in a sleigh by Roy Blunt, a 
farmer who resides three miles north of 
town. The convicts were lying down in 
the body of the vehicle, forcing the far- 
mer to expose himself to the bullets of 
the posse should firing begin when they 
got within firing distance. 

The three convicts approached the 
Blunt home at ll a. m. and forced the 
farmer to take them in his sleigh to 
Springfield. He refused at first, but 
they covered him with their guns and 
ordered him to make haste to start. 

The first of the pursuing posses at 
that time was a mile behind the fleeing 
convicts. Two other posses were a 
ehort distance in the rear and the of- 
ficers were rapidly gaining on their 
quarry. 

Reports received here say that the 
three fugitive murderers ditched a sto- 
len handcar at Meadow, Neb., threw the 
car into the Missouri River and started 
north toward this city on foot. Meadow 
ig in the southwest part of Sarpy Coun- 
ty, 15 miles southwest of this city. 

At 11:15 a. m. the three convicts left 
the Blunt farmhouse, three miles north 
of here, and started in a southerly di- 
rection. At 11:35 they were in a corn- 
field south of the Blunt home and a 
posse was organizing ta take them. 

A special train was coming from 
Omaha and another had already ar- 
rived from Plattsmouth, carrying large 
posses, Another was on the way from 
Lincoln, bearing a sheriff's posse and a 
body of militia. 

The three murderers, Taylor, Morley 
and Dowd, spent Friday night, al! day 
Saturday and part of Saturday night 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Elmer 
Hall on a farm five miles east and a 
mile north of Havelock. After tyine 
Mr. and Mrs. Hall so securely that they 
believed they could not 
selves, they tore tie 
ment from its place, cut the wires and 
left the Hall home at 10:30 p. m. Satur- 
day. During their stay they compelled 
the people at the farm house to serve 
them with meals, and permitted no one 
to leave the house, 

After ieaving the Hall home, the mur- 
derers Went to Prairie Home, got a 
handcar and went to Murdock, where 
they robbed two stores and yot arms, 
ammunition and clothing. Later the 
convicts were seen walking the railroad 
tracks between South Rend and Meadow. 
and later still this morning, were seer 
passing the home of T. P. Ball, two 
and a half miles west of Meadow.

HOME TO INVEST 
IN LEWIS CONCERN 


Nebraska Woman Put in $1500, 
She Says—Wanted Heart- 
to-Heart Talk. 





CALLED NOTES “CRITTERS” 





Mrs. EA. Webster of Ithaca, N. 
Y., Tells of $5200 Invested 


in Concern. 





Mrs. Eliza A. Webster’s desire for a 
“heart-to-heart talk’’ with E. G. Lawis 
regarding her $1510 investment in the 
Lewis enterprises, was expressed in her 
letter to him, which was read Monday 
during her testimony in his trial on a 
charge of using the mails to defraud. 
Monday was the thirteenth day of the 
trial, and the beginning of its thira 
week. 

The term, “critters,” 
Mrs. Webster in her letter to the in- 
termim receipts which she received in- 
stead of the stock which, she said, she 
expected to get when she sent her 
money—money raised by mortgaging her 
home at Emerson, Neb. 

Mrs. Webster testified Saturday, but 
her letter to Lewis was not placed in 
evidence at that time. She was cross- 
examined by Lewis’ lawyers Monday 
and was asked whether she ‘had been 
questioned by postoffice inspectors about 
her transactions with Lewis. 

Appealed to Inspectors, 

She replied that she had heard from 
inspectors, but only after she had first 
appealed to them to help her. This ap- 
peal, she said, was Made after her cor- 
respondence with Lewis, and on re-direct 
examination the lettér“ywas produced. It 
was directed to Lewis personally and 
dated Feb. 19, 1909. 

“You sometimes print heart-to-heart 
talks with vour readers,’’ Mrs. Webster 
wrote. “I wish I had you in some cor- 
ner where I could give you one of those 
heart-to-heart talks, 

“IT have read your advertisements set- 


ting forth the value of investments in 


the People’s Savings Trust Co., and 
through these advertisements I was led 
to subscribe for two shares of stock. 
The stock was never delivered. 

‘‘We mortgaged our little home, pay- 
ing 10 per cent interest, to send you 
the money. And instead of stock, you 
sent us interim receipts. I had some 7 
per cent notes, which I sent in, and in 
a few days another of the _ critters 
showed up.’’ The term, ‘“critters,”’ it 
was explained, meant the interim re- 
ceipts. 

“Now,” she continued, 
money, no stock, 


“we have no 
no promise or pledge 
that we will ever get our money back. 

“T read in the Woman’s National 
Daily that it stood security for its ad- 
vertisers, I ask you that the Woman’s 
National Daily shall protect me against 
loss in my investment.”’ She wrote that 
she seriously feared that she and all 
the other investors would lose _ their 
money. 

Reply to Letter. 

A reply, dated Feb. 24, 1909, was in 
troduced in evidence. In this letter, 
it was stated that the plan of the trust 
company was to issue none of its stock

fire. The half ton jacket of the ex- 
ploding locomotive boiler dropped 


between two houses on Duval street, 
several blocks distant, while the ten- 
der was catapulted several hundred 
feet and twisted into a big shapeless 
mass of steel, 

Aj majority of the men who were 
killed were from northern and west- 
ern states, but much difficulty was 
experienced in identifying the bod- 
les. 

Property damage amounting $300,000 
was done. 

The engine was just out of shops and 
was being inspected by three men, the 
airbrake inspector, a shop inspector and 
a road inspector, all of whom were 
standing on the running board. Their 
bodies probably never will be recovered, 
the force of explosion having scattered 
arms, legs, heads and mangled trunks 
for blocks around.

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ST PATRICK NOT A 
ROMAN CATHOLIC, 
TUTTLE DECLARES 


Alluding to the observance of St. Pat- 
rick’s day in many St. Louis churches, 
Bishop Tuttle, in his sermon Sundy at 
the Episcopal Church of the Holy Com- 
munion, declared that St. Patrick was 
never a Roman Catholic. 

The bishop was addressing a large con- 
firmation class, and incidentally men- 
tioned the fact that the day was being 
widely observed in honor of St. Patrick. 
“And St. Patrick,” he remarked, “was 
never a Roman Catholic. The Irish 
church in Patrick’s time, was an inde- 
pendent church, and it was not until 
long after his death that it became a 
part of the Church of Rome.”’ 

The bishop’s declaration was of much 
interest to his hearers, many of whom 
though knowing that the place of St. 
Patrick’s birth was a matter of dispute, 
had never before heard his connection 
with the Catholic Church questioned. 
The bishop did not go farther into the 
historical controversy suggested by his 
remarks, but passed on to another 
theme. 

More than 200 persons attended the 
thirteenth annual St. Patrick’s day ban- 
quet of the consolidated Irish-American 
and Sons of Erin socteties at the Jef- 
ferson Hotel Sunday night. With toasts, 
patriotic songs and feasting, the merry- 
making lasted until after midnight. 
Archbishop John J. Glennon pro- 
nounced the invocation and closed the 
evening with a witty talk. Edward L. 
Hearn of New York, past supreme 
knight of the Knights of Columbus, and 
W. I. Nolan of Minneapolis made the 
principal addresses. Mrs. John H. Cur- 
ran and Mrs. Arthur Cornelius Schutz 
sang. P. F. Cook gave several recita- 
tions with plano accompaniments by his 
daughter, Miss Esther Cook.

until all was subscribed for, but that 
Mrs. Webster would get her share of 
any dividend which might be declared 
before the issuing of her stock. 

Mrs. Webster said, in reply to further 
questions by the counsel for the de- 
fense, that she had presented her griev- 
ance to the Congressional Committee 
which is investigating Lewis’ claim 
against the Government for alleged dam- 
age wrought to his enterprises by the 
Postoffice Department. 

Mrs. W. C. Heggie of Ithaca, N. Y., 
the second witness, told of investing a 
total of $5200 in the People’s United 
States Bank, the 7 per cent notes of the 
Lewis Publishing Co. and the notes of 
the University Heights Realty and De- 
velopment Co. The bank investment 
was transformed, after the closing of 
the bank, into publishing company 
stock. It amounted to $2000, as Mrs. 
Heggie and her husband each sub- 
scribed $500, and she received $1000 of 
the bank stock as a legacy from her 
parents. | % 

Mrs. Heggie identified an article from 
the Woman’s National Daily of Jan. 26, 
1909, as having induced her to invest. It 
was headed “A Matter of Choice,”’ and 
told of the founding of the American 
Woman’s League and of the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Co.’s recovery from its heavy 
losses. Investments in the company, it 
was declared, would soon yield ‘200 per 
cent for all time.’ She said she was in- 
fluenced by this declaration, and by a 
‘“‘Heart-to-Heart Talk With the Editor,” 
which appeared in the Woman's Maga- 
zine in January, 1909, and was signed by 
E. G. Lewis. 


This article, which was read, said the 
i0v,000 members of the Founders’ Chap- 
ter of the league would receive a life 
income of $20 to $30 a month, and that 
pledges were ‘‘coming in by the thou- 
sands’’ from members who promised to 
send in $1 a week for a year. This 
amount from 100,000 members, it was 
pointed out, would be $5,200,000 a year. 

The article stated that four daily 
newspapers had been obtained to aid in 
the league's work.

She was asked if she knew that 100 
publishers, meeting here in connection 
with the League convention, had in- 
dorsed Lewis. She said she did not 
know.

Surprised St. Louisans De- 
fault on Purchase. 


BIG TRACT TO BE SOLD 





West End Residents of Exclusive 
Sections Feared Use for 
Switch Tracks. 





NEW YORK, March 18.—Roberts 
Walker, chairman of the Executive 
Board of the Rock Island Railroad, ex- 
pressed surprise when told today by @ 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that the 
De Giverville Land Co., composed of 
owners of costly residences in West- 
moreland place and the adjoining exclu- 
sive residence section of St. Louis, had 
defaulted in the payment of interest on 
the purchase price of the tract formerly 
used by the railroad for freight yards. 
The property owners, as told in Sun- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, paid $100,000 down 
when they bought the land from the 
railroad company, and gave a deed of 
trust for the balance of the $375,000 pur- 
chase price. The interest payment due 
Feb. 1 has not been made, and the St. 
Louisans expect foreclosure. But they 
declare the property, by terms made at 
the time of the deal, will hereafter be 
restricted to residence uses. 

Walker did not dispute the property 
owners’ contention that the tract can- 
not again be used for railroad yards. 
“We very willingly agreed to make 
the restrictions,” he said, ‘‘for at that 
time we had decided to cease using the 
property for railroad purposes. But the 
property owners seemed to fear we 
would continue to use the land for rail- 
road purposes, and decided for that rea- 
son to buy it. If we had contemplated 
using the land in future for railroad 
purposes, we would hardly have sold it 
“If they are not going to pay the bal- 
ance we will simply have some more 
real estate on our hands, which, of 
course, we will dispose of if we can do 
so to advantage. I do not anticipate 
any loss in the transaction.”

BOSTON, March 18.—President Taft to- 
day declared himself in favor of prefer- 
ential primaries surrounded by certain 
conditions for the coming campaign. 

“Wherever full and fair notice of the 
election can be given, wherever adequate 


election safeguards can be thrown 
around to protect a preferential primary 
for the presidency, the Con- 
stitution of the State permits its being 


made applicable to the present election,

I favor it, and welcome :t.’’ 


This was the President’s statement to-| 


day before the General Court of Massa- 
chusetts. It was his personal reply to 
the challenge of preferential primaries 
issued some time ago by Senator Jo- 
seph M. Dixon, Col. Roosevelt’s mana- 
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SCENE OF THE KILLING OF FIVE 
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wer. President Taft did not refer to the 
challenge, however. The President made 
a@ rather pointed reference to the propo- 
sition “let the people rule,’’ and had 
something to say about the recall of the 
judiciary and the recall of judicial de- 
cisions. 

‘Irresponsible assaults upon either, in 
intemperate language or baseless 4as- 
sumptions of corruption or by bias or 
incompetency, made by those whose 
statements have influence with any part 
of our people, are a serious menace to 
enduring government,’’ said the Presi- 
dent. 

Wants Primary Safeguards, 

His address in part follows: 

“The question of how delegates are 
to be selected to any political conven- 
tion, or how nominees are to be selected 
by a party, originally was a matter 
merely of voluntary. and party adjust- 
ment, but so important to the public at 
large did the character of the candidates 
to be selected by each party become, 
that the state properly has interfered 
so as to throw safguards around the ex- 
ercise by all those who belong to a 
party of their privilege to have a voice 
in the choice of their party candidates. 

“I am not going to discuss in detail 
the question of direct primary elections 
—their uses and abuses. I think every- 
one will admit, however, in order that 
they may ccomplish the good they are 
intended to accomplish, they should be 
safeguarded by effective provision as to 
the party eligibility of voters who par- 
ticipate in them, and by penal provi- 
sions, securing conformity to rules of 
such eligibility and the honest casting 
and counting of the ballot. 

“I do not hesitate to say that, in my 
judgment, a voluntary primary outside 
the law known by its informal charac- 
ter as a ‘soap box’ primary, is worse 
than none, for it gives full opportunity 
to the Ineligible voter to cast unfair 
votes and without the sanction and 
safeguam of penal provisions in respect 
to casting and counting the ballots is 
an open avenue for fraud and violence. 

“It is eminently appropriate that in 
every election and in the discussion of 
all issues that affect the republic we 
should discuss and hear much of the 
popular will and of the rights of the 
people. This is a government based on 
popular contro!l. * * * 

Says People Have Ruled. 

“But the continued iteration and re- 
iteration of the proposition, 
ple rule,’ if it has any 
ail and is intended otherwise than to 
flatter the people, is intended to ‘he a 
reflection on the Government that we 
have had down to the present time. 

“Now, in spite of all the corruption, 
in spite of all the machine politics, in 
Spite of every defect Ip the operation of 
our government that can be pointed 
out, I do not hesitate to say that the 
wistory of the last 135 years shows that 
the people have ruled. 

“The occasion for these remarks is 
the attack on our fudiciary, and the pro- 
posal by judicial recall, or recall of ju- 
dicial decisions to destroy its independ-

“Y deny that there ts in the decisions 


ot procedure, the expedition of judg- 
ments and the reduction of the expense 
of litigation. 

“One easily can discover a tendency 
in modern politics to exalt above the 
written law and above the written con- 
stitution what is called ‘popular wii!,’ 
as if that were a higher law to which 
we must all admit allegiance by obey- 
ing it and ignore or transgress statu- 
tory and constitutional limitations. 

“This heresy is not exactly in the 
[form of an assertion that judges and 
others .are to ignore statutes and con- 
stitutions because of a conflicting pop- 
ular will, but it is in the more insidious 
proposition that plain construction of 
the statute or of the constitution is t9 
be defeated and a strained and other- 
wise impossihle construction put on the 
language of the statute or constitution 
in deference to what is supposed to 
be popular will. 

The President here quoted a Western 
Governor, whom he did not name, who 
had declared ‘‘whatever is right is con- 
stitutional,’”” and who had _ Lincoln’s 
‘The life of this nation is greater than 
any constitution,’’ to sustain his view. 

“It is impossible to escape the mean- 
ing of such a view,”’ said the President, 
“and that is that the plain construction 
of the Constitution is to be perverted 
because it is thought the people at 
present would prefer not to be subject 
to the limitation contained in the Con- 
stitution lawfully administered. The 
quoted words of Lincoln have here no 
application, It fis true that ‘‘whatever 
is right is constitutional’ unless the dec- 
laration of the right is contained in 
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the Constitution and not forbidden by it. 

“Popular will to be effective and con- 
trolling with courts must be embodied 
in statutory enactment or constitutional 
law. 

“It is not left to the executive of state 
or nation, or to the Judge on the bench, 
whether State or Federal, to decide what 
is right when there is law declaring 
what is right on the statute books. The 
law is the guide of the Judge and the 
Governor, and not his individual opin- 
ion as to whether the law is good or 
not. 

“This is a government of law and not 
of changing economic and political the- 
ories of judicial or executive officers 
when those theories are in conflict with 
the express letter of the law. Sugges- 
tions of that sort are dangerous because 
they put the ship of state on a sea of 
trouble, without a rudder. They destroy 
that respect for constituted authority 
that is essential to well ordered liberty. 

‘The strength of the Government and 
the strength of the judiciary must rest 
ultimately upon the confidence of the 
people in their integrity.”’

HILLSVILLE, Va.,, March 18.—Believ- 
ing tne chase of the Allen bandits is 
hopeless unless an overpowering force 
is sent against them, Hillsville officiais 


have appealed to Gov. Mann to have 


militia from the states 
North Carolina and Tennessee surround 
their stronghold. 

The Allens and their supporters are 
believed now to number 100 and to be 
fortified near Devil’s Den. With lines 
of militia around the foothills, it is be- 
lieved a determined band could force 
the mountaineers from their retreat, 
and that they could be captured as they 
fled. 

Dynamite was suggested today as an 
effective aid in the hunt for members 
of the clan. Devil’s Den is an almost 
inaccessible retreat, a stronghold virtu- 
ally impregnable. 

The Commonwealth of Virginia is de- 
termined at all costs to bring to justice 
for the murder here last week of five 
of its citizens, including the officers of 
Caroll County Circuit Court. 

Picked men remained on the mountain 
side all night guarding the approaches 
to Devil’s Den and early today the de- 
tachment was joined by the entire posse 
of 75 detectives and citizen volunteers 
who had rested over night in Hillsville 
after an exhausting day yesterday. 

Teuwn Gets Little Food. 

While the detectives are preparing to 
starve out the fugitives if possible, by 
cutting off their food supply from sur- 
rounding districts, Hillsville itself is not 
receiving any too much food. Farmers, 
fearing that the town still is in disor- 
der, are slow about bringing their wares 
to market. 

The Allen desperadoes had a confers 
ence at the home of Jasper (Jack) Al- 
len, the leader of the Allen family, Sat- 
urday, not long before the officers went 
out to search Sidna Allen’s home. Jack 
lives a mile beyond where the searching 
party stopped. After getting the advice 
of Jack, who has more than ordinary 
cunning, Sidna Allen and his party 
went over the crest of the Blue Ridge 
Mountains, where they are now in hid- 
ing in the mountain fastnesses of the 
Fancy Gap region. 

Jasper Allen, who is a brother of 
Sidna and Floyd Allen, but who is said 
not to have been involved in the trag- 
edy, made a statement at his home, 
eight miles from Hillsville. He said: 

‘“T am greatly surprised and shocked 
at what has happened. I do not think 
my brothers have made any plot or plan. 
When I saw Sidna the night of the

ishooting, he told me he knew nothing 


of any trouble beforehand and was sur- 
prised himself when the shooting began 
in the courtroom.”

BUSCH CONCESSION 


Mayor’s Fight Said by His Critics 
to Be Due to His Defeat on 
Ranken Tract. 





TRADE NOW SUGGESTED

Deal to Put Through Alley Va- 
cation Would Test New Po- 
litical Combination. 


Mayor Kreismann, who is expected 
- return Tuesday from French Lick 
“prings, will find a situation full of po- 
litical complications awaiting him. The 
Busch street and alley vacation bill, and 
measures involving the location of the 
free bridge approach and the construc- 
tion of the new city jail form a skein 
of tangled politics, with numerous ends, 
Which it will be the Mayor's task to 
unravel. 

Before leaving the city the Mayor de- 
clared he would veto the Busch meas- 
ure, on the ground that it was contrary 
to the policy of his administration. The 
bill proposes to vacate three South Side 
Streets and three alleys without com- 
pensation to the city, to complete a 
tract which will be the site of the 
Busch-Sulzer- Diesel Engine Works. 
Other business interests have been re- 
quired to pay for the vacation of streets 
and alleys, and the Mayor took the po- 
sition that no exception should be made 
in this case. 

But in the last few days influential 
business men have urged the Mayor to 
s'gn the Busch bill, which was passed 
unanimously by the Council and with 
only one opposing vote in the House. 
Their plea is that a concession should 
be made to obtain a new manufactur- 
ing enterprise. 

Five Councilmen Against Bill. 

If the Mayor sticks to his purpose to 
veto the bill he may succeed in killing 
it While 19 members of the House have 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that they 
would vote to pass the bill over the 
Mayor’s veto, five councilmen have 
said they would vote to sustain the veto. 
This would leave only eight votes for 
the measure in the Council, one le:zs 
than would be needed to override the 
veto, and the bill would fail. 

Some of the supporters of the bill in 
the Assembly are charging the Mayor 
with political motives in his proposed 
veto of the Busch measures. They date 
these motives back to the fight over the 
Terminal Association’s bill to vacate 
streets in the Ranken tract. 

Mayor Kreismann used his influence 
in an unsuccééssful effort to get the As- 
sembhky to pass the Ranken tract bill. 
One o ithe strong influences against the 
measure) according to the Mayor’s pres- 
ent critig was the Busch interest, par- 
ticulafly as represented by the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway. By this opposition, 
it is now declared, the Busch forces in- 
curred the Mayor's ill will, and the 
present measure gives him an opportu- 
nity to retaliate. 

It was learned at the city hall Mon- 
day that a trade would be suggested to 
the Mayor, by which the Busch mea- 
sure should be approved, and certain 
measures backed by the Mayor, but now 
blocked by opposition in the House of 
Delegates, should be passed. One of 
these measures is the Reber free bridge 
approach, another is the bill for con- 
crete cells in the new city jail in the 
Municipal Courts Building. 

The Mayor, it is pointed out, could 
change his attitude on the Busch street 
vacation bill without sacrifice of his 
dignity, and could cite the movement of 
business men in behalf of the bill as 
his reason for changing his opinion. 
Among the active supporters of the 
measure are Rolla Wells, A. O. Rule 
and leading members of the Business 
Mei’s League and the Real Estate Fx- 
change. 

If the Mayor vetoes the bill, the subse- 
quent vote in the Assembiv will serve 
as a test of the strength of the new 
Stifel-IXiel-Kreismann combination. The 
strength of this coaliticn tn matters of 
legislation has not yet had a desisive 
test. 

In case of a trade with the House 
of Delegates, the Mayor might require 
some guarantee that the House would 
fulfill its part of the bargain. The time 
remaining for the Mayor to sign or veto 
the Busch bill is so short that the 
House could not deliver its part of the 
deal in that time. 

Some of the opponents of the Busch 
bill are pointing out that its effect is 
to present the vacated streets and al- 
leys to Adolphus Busch, who owns the 
adjoining ground. This ground, with 
the vacated streets and alleys, will make 
a tract of about two city blocks, which, 
according to the scheduled arrangement, 
Busch then will sell to the engine com- 
pany for $155,000. 

Busch Would Get $16,000. 

The opponents of the bill have figured 
that the vacated streets and alleys will 
form a little more than one-tenth of 
the tract, and that Busch thus will re- 
ceive $16,000 for them, figuring on the 
basis of the price paid for the whole 
They say the city should receive at 
least a share of this amount, 
Supporters of the bill are emphasizing 
the fact, made clear to those who in- 
spected the property in an automobile 
tour Jast week, that the city has spent 
little or nothing on the streets and al- 
leys In question, as they are not paved 
or improved, and are little used by the 
public.

| PRIEST'S DISGUISE 
FOOLED RUSSIANS 


Father Stanowski Returns After 
Eluding the Czar’s Vigilant 
Police. 








LET HIS WHISKERS GROW 


Also. Wore’ English Clothes 
When He Crossed the Ger- 
man Frontier. 





Fresh -from his journey to Russia, 
from which country he has been inter- 
dicted because of his religion, the Rev. 
Father Urban Stanowski, pastor of St. 
Stanislaus Roman Catholic Church, told 
a reporter for’ the Post-Dispatch Mon- 
Gay how he dodged the vigilance of the 
Czar’s watchmen. 

He went to his native land to visit his 
mother, who lives in Opole, Russian Po- 
land, near the celebrated Czenstochowa 
monastery. He makes the trip every 
two or three years, and always has 
managed to get safely across the fron- 
tier. 

This time, the priest said, he entered 
across the German frontigr. For several 
months before he started he allowed his 
beard to grow. He had it trimmed into 
neat and unecclesiastieal side-whiskers, 
wore an English walking suit with a 
gray felt hat, and carried a gold-headed 
walking stick. 

Went in Disguise. 

With a twinkle in his eyes, the priest 
said he believed he looked like a suc- 
cessful middle-aged business man, re- 
turning from a trade tour to England, 
and there was nothing about him to sug- 
gest the exiled priest. 

He received a shock, however, when 
he left the train at Ruskieherby, the 
first Russian post. All the other pas- 
sengers were apparently of the peasant 
class, and he was to be singled out 
from them by his garb. The captain 
of the police hurried up to him, ex- 
claiming: 

“You're just the man I’m 
for!’’ 

“IT thought sure,” the priest said, ‘I 
had been caught at last. Before I could 
reply the captain asked me my desti- 
nation. I told him Warsaw. He in- 
‘reased my fear by saying: 

‘““'Now I know you’re the man I 
want.’ 

“T started to fumble in my pockets for 
my passport but the captain stopped me 
impatiently, saying he didn’t need to 
look at it. His son was a cadet in a 
military school in Warsaw and was re-

FATHER URBAN STANOWSKL 
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turning there after the Christmas holi- 
days, he explained. He wondered if I 
would mind looking after the boy on the 
train. 

“IT told him, of course, I was delight- 
ed. The lad, a bright chap in a uni- 
form that proclaimed his rank, went 
along with me. Nobody then thought of 
questioning me or asking for my cre- 
dentials.”’ 

Father Stanowski said that the abro- 
gation of its treaty with Russia by the 
United States at the instance of Amer- 
ican Jews had inflamed Jews in Russia 
against their brethren here. The result 
has been that all repressive laws af- 
fecting the Jews in Russia are being 
enforced stringently by the authorities. 


Bitter Against Government. 
The priest is bitter against the Rus- 


sian Government for its attitude to- 
wards the Czenstochowa monastery, the 
oldest Roman Catholic institution In 
Poland and the only one too powerful 
to be banished by the decrees of 1863. 
He says the Government tried to usurp 
control of the order by installing false 
priests and abbotts and that these 
looted the monastery of countless treas- 
ure. When one of the false priests mur- 
dered his brother in the convent, after 
living with the brother’s wife, the con- 
ditions were exposed. The false monks 
were ousted and the monastery is again 
completely in the hands of the Paulist 


fathers. 





WOMAN KILLS PET 
BEFORE HER DEATH 


Bodies of Dog, Cat and 14 
Chickens Found in Cabin Mrs. 
Mary Duff Had Occupied. 


The estate of Mrs. Mary Duff, who 
was found dead in a field near her 
cabin on land belonging to the Missouri 
Botanical Garden, south of Watson 
road, Sunday, consists of a few dilapi- 
dated pieces of furniture, three Bibles, 
a gold-plated ring, some pocketbooks 
containing valueless papers, some rag- 
sed clothing and quilts and two boxes 
of rifle cartridges. In the cabin were 
found the bodies of her dog, a cat and 
14 decapitated chickens. Each of the 
chickens was wrapped in a piece of 
newspaper, while tattered rugs covered 
the dog and cat. The Public Adminis- 
trator formally took charge of her be- 
longings Monday. 

Mrs. Duff was long regarded as ec- 
centric. In 1899 she was fined and sent 
to the workhouse for taking possession 
of a vacant residence. She refused to 
work and her case attracted some pub- 
licity at the time. A year ago she shot 
a boy in the foot for throwing rocks 
at her house. She was fined and pa- 
roled. 

It is supposed she died of age, ex- 
posure and insufficient food. The body 
was found by John Janssen, 3188 Watson 
road. Apparently the woman had been 
dead several days.

The Society of the Chagres, to which Ameri- 
cans who have been working on the Panama 
Canal not less than six vears are eligible, has a 
membership of about 400.

Holds New Plant Is Necessary. 

In any case it will be only a few years 
before a new water plant must be built, 
the commissioner states. A new plant, 
he estimates, would cost about $10,000,- 
000, and would guarantee the supply 
for about 30 years. It would take 10 
years to complete the new plant, though 
parts of it could be used much sooner. 

The report of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, made public Satur- 
day, recommends the installation of me- 
ters as a temporary measure. The sug- 
gestion is made by the board, composed 
of experts, which made a survey of St. 
Louis, that a certain number of meters 
could be installed annually until the en- 
tire city is metered in five years. 

The meter system is opposed by many 
individuals and business interests, on 
the ground that it will lead to a largely 
decreased use of water and unsanitary 
conditions. 

The present waterworks plant was 
completed in 189%. Its capacity varies 
according to the stage of the river and 
the amount of sediment and of ice. Un- 
der the worst conditions it is 100,000,000 
gallons a day. Under the best condi- 
tions it is 140,000,000 gallons dally. 

The plant must be able to supply the 
maximum demand for water under all 
conditions, according to Wall. The min- 
imum capacity must be greater than the 
maximum demand to be safe, he de- 
clared. The general anxiety felt a few 
weeks ago over the water supply is an 
illustration of this necessity. )

In five years, if the 
increase continues, the average daily 
consumption would be 116,000,000 gallons, 
16,000,000 more than the present ca- 
pacity under bad conditions. 
Wants Basins on High Ridge. 

Wall said the new plant should be 
built on the Missouri River, and the 
settling basins should be placed on a 
high ridge in St. Louis County. This, 
he said would provide the necessary 
pressure and avoid pumping the water 
twice. The Chain of Rocks plant is 
getting further and further away from 
the places where water is consumed, 
through the building up of the southern 
part of the city. Also, if all the con- 
duits and pipes have the same location 
running south along the river front, an 
accident that would destroy the pipes 
would destroy the entire system. 

Extensive improvements are being 
made this year to temporarily enlarge 
the present plant. The weak link in 
the present system is the Hmited cap- 
ecity of the intake. This can be in- 
creased only by building a new intake 
tower and tunnel. 

A suitable location for a new intake 
is being sought, and a new tower and 
tunnel is planned at a cost Of $000,000. 
It will take about two years to build it 
and place it in service. 

A bill is pending in the Municipal As- 
sembly to authorize the remodeling of 
the system of settling basins at a cost 
of $75,000, increasing the capacity 20 per 
cent. The pumping capacity at the Chain 
of Rocks will be increased 2% per cent 
this summer. The capacity of the high 
service station will be increased 20,000,- 
000 gallons a day in the coming year. }? 
This will be about the limit of increas- | | 
ing the capacity of the present plant, ac- 
cordiing to Wall. 

Wall expects to have surveyors at 
work this summer in the Missouri River 
seeking a location for a new plant. If 
a decision is reached by the people to 
vote for a bond issue to build a new 
waterworks, Wall expects to have fig- 
ures at hand on which to give correct
